The terms of this important agreement were arrived at the 16th between 


Salisbury and Count Von Hatzfeldt, the German ambassador to England, and 


as 'officially given!, are in substance: 


Germany and England are desirous to maintain their interests in China, 


rights, under treaties and agree on principles regarding a mutual policy iri 
China: First, it is a matter of joint and permanent international interest 
to have the Chinese ports open free to trade, and the two governments agree 
to uphold the same for ail Chinese territory so far as they exercise influence; 
second, both governments will not on their part make use of the present com- 
plications to obtain for themselves any territorial advantage 
dominion, but will maintain the undiminished territorial 
empire; third, in case another power endeavors to secure 
G-ermany arid Great Britain reserve the right to come to an understanding re- 
garding the eventual step for protection of their own interests. 


This agreement will be presented to the other powers, with an invitation! to 


accept the principles in it

Wosquitees Are Disease Breeders. 


Marseilles, Oct. 20.—Dr. Robert Koch, 


the bacteriologist, who is employed by 
the German government to investigate 
tropical diseases, arrived here yesterday 
from German New Guinea by way oJ 
Hong Kong. 
He Is on his way to Ber- 


lin, where he will present to the Academy 
of Medicine the result of 15 months' study 
of ma.la.ria in New Guinea, Java and ad- 
jacent German territories. He confirms 
the report that he has succeeded in iso- 
lating and cultivating the malaria ba.c- 
cttus, and declares that mosquitoes are 
the principal propagators of malaria In 
the districts where his investigations 
have been conducted.

That Bailey Was Shot 


From Barn Window 


Lynn., Mass., Oct. 20.—State police au- 


thorities, assisted by the local pollco- 
men of Lynn ani. Saugus, arc trying to 
obtain some direct evidence which will 
connect John H. Best with the murder of 
Georgre E. Bailey, ths milkman whos' 
body has heap recovered In sections in 
Glenmere pond* near the floating bridge 
between Lynn and Salam. 
Up to tho 


present time the police have absolutely 
no definite evidence that- Best killed 
Bailey, and when Best was again brought 
Into court this morning the prosecuting 
policemen asked for a further continu- 
ance, and it was granted, Best being held 
without bail. 


A brown canvass shooting jacket, 


which Bailey used to wear, cannot be 
found. 
Charles Deery thinks it was 


worn by Ba!l*y when ths latter delivered 
milk at his house on the Monday night 
before he disappeared. .One of the axes 
usually kept on the farm, a sharp, heavy 
instrument, is also missing, and it is 
thought possible that this may have been 
the heavy object that fell from one of 
the meal bags containing a portion of the 
murdered man's bedy, as it was fished 
out of Floating Bridge pond Thursday. 
If such is the case, I: will probably never 
be recovered, as the mud at the bottom 
is many feet deep.- 


•The officers have been unable to find 


where Bailey has spent any considerable 
money since he has lived on the farm, and 
he must have accumulated quite a sum. 
This was not deposited in any bank, and 
non» can- be found' about tho house. 
Best, however, does not appear to have 
had any mere money than c*uld have 
rightfully balonged to him. 


State Officer Neal has investigated tht 


various sterlea told fcy neighbors of hear- 
ing a team passing at different times 
Monday night, and the theory of the 
police Is that Bailey was killed on hla 
return t« the farm from delivering milk, 
and that he was killed shortly after he 
had eaten supper, which was just about 
the time he got back to the farm. 


Medical Examiner Plnkham has <Se- 


Bfribed the direction of the shots bv 
which Bailey was killed, and is positive 
that they were fired from a 38-calibre 
rifle, pointed downward, and that Bailey 
was not shet while lying down. 
Best 


had been seen shooting at targets with 
the rifle while Bailey was away from the 
farm, but was not allowed to use tha 
rifle when Bailey was at home. 
He had 


been seen firing from a barn window 
that overlooked a plank walk from the 
house to the barn, and this was the path 
that Bailey always took en his return 
from milk d*livering trips. 
The di- 


rection of the fatal bullets would seem 
to indicate that they could have come 
from a rifle fired frem the barn window. 


The officers think that Bailey was 


killed in this manner, that the body was 
then taken in the wagon to some place 
where it was cut up; that the axe, gunny 
bag, horse blankets and the dead man 
were taken in the wagon and driven 
away from the farm, this wagon being 
the one which was heard by Miss Hawkes 
and other persons living along the un- 
frequented road. 


The police have found among other 


rubbish In the barnyard at the farm, a 
quantity of cinders and fragments of 
burlap, with which the horse blankets 
were lined. Henry Mitchell, a neighbor, 
has said he saw a fire at the Breakheart 
Hill farm on Tuesday morning and some- 
thing burning that looked like two 
horse blankets. 


After "Wednesday night, Oct. 10, Best's 


movements cannot be clearly traced 
but he has been seen on many different 
occasions returning home late at night 
very much intoxicated.

The marchers came from this city and 
from MeAdoo and Audenreld <m the 
south side, and Eckley, Highland and 
Preeland on the north side. Each local 
union marched Independently and met In 
front of the breaker In Oakdale, Ther* 
was a force of sheriff'* deputies on duty, 
but they -were kept In tb,e background. 
The sheriff himself did not arrive until 
the affair was nearly over. 


As soon as John Markle heard of the 


march he went to Oakdale from his horna 
In Jeddo, about a mile distant, and ex- 
postulated with the strikers, urging them 
to disperse. 
They, however, remained 


In the vicinity of Qakdal* until 7:30 
o'clock, wtisn they went back horn*. 
No one was seriously hurt, but one man 
going to work was set upon by the strik- 
ers and beaten and others wwe menaced. 
The strikers claim to have shut up the 
colliery, but the Information given out 
at the Markle office was to the effect 
that the mine Is still working. 


The strike began on Sept. 17. In' 10 


days 140,090 men and boys were out. Soon 
afterward practically every mine In, the 
anthracite region was closed. The local | 
basins extend over an area of 470 square i 
miles. 
The cause of the strike was th» ; 
refusal of the operators to recognize the 
miners' union, abolish company stores 
•nd advance wages at least 10 percent. 
Later at a convention In Scrantoii the 
•triker* modified their demands. 
The

marchers there.

The invention of glass has been hither 


to popularly ascnbe<5 to the Phoenicians 
Mr. Ludwig Grote, however, states thai 
this is n ot tbe case. Mr. Grote poi$ti 
out that another hypothesis ou the sam< 
subject is equally untenable—namely 
"Flavins Joaephus," who ascribes th« 
discovery of glass to the Jews, as the re- 
sult of a forest conflagration, when, witi 
the assistance of the sand in the soil, thi 
glass came into existence of its *wn ac 
cord. 


As the Phoenicians and the Jews wen 


neighbors, proceeds the author, there is 
very likely an element of truth in botl 
traditions, inasmuch as both people'exer- 
cised the art of glassmaking at an earlj 
age. If the Phoenicians were the first to 
carry the productions of glass into th« 
world by means of their traders, the 
Jews did the same, to a greater and more 
lasting extent. Among the latter then 
were whole tribes carrying on the making 
uf glass. Most of the glass works existed 
at the time on the coasts of the MeiKter- 
ranean, and throughout the whole middle 
ages, even up to the present time, on« 
kind of glass blowing industry has been 
In the hands of the Jews, especially in 
Palestine itself. Many expressisns which 
were common in the glass works at the 
time are still in use. 


But neither the Jews nor the Phoeni- 


cians can bp looked upon as the inventors 
of glass. We find, for instance, that the 
Persians, at the time of Alexander the 
Great, were also drinking out of glass 
•vessels; that the Assyrians were versed 
in tbe art of making glass, as we cut 
prove by discoveries at Nineveh, aud also 
that the art of making glass and of imi- 
tating precious stones was known to tha 
ancient Indians. 
Of great importance 


with regard to the history of the manu- 
facture of glass are also the ancient 
Egyptians. 
When one remembers the 


great industrial activity of these people, 
it is not surprising, that with reference 
to the making of glass more numerous 
traditions of it are recorded by them thau 
by any other people. Not only written, 
but also figurative representations which 
are more than 4,WU ycara old, have oeen 
handed down to our time. 
The wall re- 


liefs in the groves of Beni-Hnssan repre- 
sent the manufacture of glass objacts, 
they represent, among others, two glass 
blowers at work. They are working with 
the blowing pipe, which they have dipped 
into the mass lying between them, aud by 
means of which beautiful glass was man- 
ufarturpd, even at that time, ia proved 
b'y a crystal glass which is to be found 
in the Museum of the Louvre. 
The 


French ns well as the English museums 
possess numerous artistic productions ot 
tbat period, at the sight of which one it 
surprised, as in our time and with our 
mechanical appliance* If is hardly pos- 
uiblo to Eurpasa them.—Feilder'a Maga

PONY EXPRESS LETTERS. 


WTir Tbe«e MI««lve« 'Were Always 


•Written OB Tiaaue Paper. 


"In looking over some old papers tbe 


other day," said a wholesale merchant of 
this city, "I ran across a very singular 
document. It was a 'letter of instruction 
seut 40 year* ago by one of my uncles, 
then in St. Louis, to his agent in San 
Francisco. It related to the disposal of 
a lot of goods which had been shipped by 
way of the Hora, and, although it con- 
tained over 15,000 words and a eopy of a 
good sized invoice, it was written on just 
two sheets ,of" paper. The paper itself 
was a sort of tough, opaque tissue, very 
thin and light, and when folded the letter 
slipped easily into an envelope about 
three niches wide. 


"Why it was got up in such a peculiar 


style was explained by the stamp in the 
corner, which was one of the old 'pony 
express' series of Wells, ITargo & Co. and 
was embellished with a picture of a man 
on horseback, spurring at a dead gallop 
across the plains. I knew qf course that 
the Facifie mail of the period was carried 
by relay express riders, bnt I never be- 
fore realized what great pains' were tak- 
en to reduce the weight to the lowest pos- 
sible point I am told that the letters 
were stored in little flat'pouches under 
the flaps of the saddle and that they 
were always written on a specially pre- 
pared tissue. 


"The one I have described must have 


occupied an expert clerk several days, {or 
the penmanship, while microscopic, is 
beautifully executed and as clear and as 
legible as print The stamp was of tbe 
denomination of 50 cents, and, taken al- 
together, it would be hard to find a mone 
BtfikiBg reminder of the 
astonishing 


progress that has been made in this coun- 
try in a trifle over one generation. Ev- 
erything abont the little brown letter—its 
lightness, its compactness and the cost of 
its carriage—spoke of dangers, difficulties 
and rude, primitive conditions. It is diffi- 
cult to realize that tbe route it traveled 
is now the great highway of a thousand 
rushing tralag bearing the transconti- 
nental commerce of the nation."—New 
Orleans TimesTDemtfcrat.

When the relieving 
force arrived, this coffin

and it was only by -the clothes that 
(Identification was possible. 


At first the defenders -were busy re- 


plying to their/ assailants' flre—at con- 
•iderable cost of. ammunition and life. 
[They lost tpn -fighting men In one day, 
and this rude lesson showed them that 
'mch ta_ctic9 would not pay. The total 
number of fighting men of the allied 
marines was 430—at -that rate suffi- 
cient to last 45 days—and orders were 
Issued that the- Qefenders were not to 
flre unless there was reasonable chance 
of hitting a man. How well these or- 
ders were .carried out may be judged 
from the computation that'during the 
siege they killed 3XJO& Chinese, 


It has been matter fas surprise that 


with the heavy artillery at their 
com- 


mand the Chinese were not able to 
blow the legations down. Their guns, 
It seems, were placed on the city 
•walls and either -were so. badly mount- 
ed or so Inefficiently worked that their 
shots went'over the- legations and de- 
stroyed Chinese houses beyond them. 
The greatest danger was from stray 
bullets or an occasional "sniper" who 
knew how to aim with precision. 


At one point the barricades of the 


attacking Chinese—from which they 
"sniped" at the defenders—were but a 
few yards away. Through loopholes 
.the foreigners-potted the enemy. Once 
it was found that a Chinese officer was 
'shooting very well, and Mr. Bismark, 
a good ehot, was pitted against him. 
'He ran a walking stick through the 
loophole opposite thart of a Chinese and 
shifted his position to another bole at 
a short distance. From this point he 
succeeded in disposing of the officer. 


Barricading and intrenching did not 


extend quite far enough to avert an 
imminent danger. A certain space was 
left, and at this spot the Chinese com- 
menced mining. Ttey-had succeeded 
BO veil with their work that had the 
relieving force been a day later the le- 
gation and Its defenders would in all 
probability have been blown to atoms. 


The relief was not a day too soon as 


far as the mine 'under the British lega- 
,tion was concerned. Some traitor with- 
in the legation must have given the en- 
emy the necessary information, for it 
was driven through the only place 
where the trenches running north and 
eouth and east and west did not meet. 
It came from the ruined HanHn college 
and was about 170 feet long, the cham- 
ber being underneath the students' 
quarters. There was one barrel of pow- 
der in tha "chamber and 12 ether barrels 
waiting to be stacked there. The fuse 
was laid. Had the mine been exploded 
the Japanese minister aud his family 
and staff would have been victims, for 
they were quartered in the students' 
premises with several of the students 
themselves and the mess of-the Royal 
marines, and the loss of life would 
probably have been very large. 


The missionaries generally were net 


armed and, did Hot take their places in 
the fighting line, but they were most 
useful in many other equally valuable 
ways and in their unabated cheerful- 
ness under all circumstances. One of 
tha missionaries started a bakery, there 
being a good stock of flour, from which 
he turned out excellent bread, and all 
made themselves useful In one way or 
another. -The missionaries were quar- 
tered to the legation chapel, and over 
80 of them slept there. It may be men- 
tioned that Sir Robert Hart, thoiigh in- 
Jvited to stay -with Sir Claude Macdon- 
iald, elected to remain with his staff. 


As to ratlorifs, they were all too short. 


The ordinary food soen gave out, and 
there'remsriried the looted rice and the 
horses. So.' these •were eaten, and rice 
and horseflesh was the diet of -the gar- 
rison during tbe greater part of the 
siege. Wine there was in reasonable 
quantity, a'nd ohampagne was a staple 
drink. 
Whisky wa's plentiful, too, 


though brandy ran very short. The 
latter was needed badly for sickness. 


The commissariat might have been 


•svoisu, arid.It. might have beta better. 
There was plenty o< rice, and two Chi- 
nese ponies were killed daily for meat. 
There w«r« a very few sheep, Mr. 
Chief Secretary J. R. Brazier of the 
customs being shepherd, but these 
were kept for the hospital. Six chil- 
dren died from want of milk and prop- 
er nourishment. Eggs were occasion- 
ally procurable from a Chinese soldier, 
Who also said Wnwurrtton and false in 
telllgenee fop a, consideration.

One 
was from Mr. Oarlfes, the British con- 
Bui at Tlen-t&H; the other was from 
Mr. Ragsdalc, the tnitcd States consul 
at Tlen-tsih. 
Neither said anything 


about relief, bwt both urged the besieg- 
ed to keep up their spirits. On the 
10th of August letters were received 
from General Gttselee of the relieving 
force and the Japanese general, dated 
Hosiwno, Aug. 8, These brought the 
good news that relief was on the way, 
General G&selee stating that the Chi- 


3 were flying before the allies, and 


the Japanese general giviEg the cxad 
dates on which the force would arri 
at Tung-Chow, outside Peking, and in 
the capital itself.

told. One of tbe guns used was an 
ancient piece, a relic of 1800, rescued 
from a brazier's shop, and tins came to 
be called the "intei national ^m."

and horses for the purpose of carrying 
away the mineral and the ntensils em- 
ployed in its manufacture. 


This calling domestic tyranny—though, 


of course, not to be compared with 
thing* of- far greater moment—wns no 
doubt one of the factor* in the national 
Irritation which mad* tbe civil war pos- 
sible.

c'ompany exposed to the free competi- 
tion of European worsted cloths, not 
only driving American workingmen 
from the woolen and worsted mills 'of 
the United States, but depriving every 
Ohio farmer of an American market 
for American wool. Mr. Bryan's policy 
would include free steel 
rails, 
free 


glass, free china and pottery and the 
exp'osure of the American workingmanl, 
as well as the American capatalist, to 
unrestricted competition of the Chinese 
laborer, who makes silks and porcelain 
and grows rice and wool to compete 
with the products of American labor. 
We are oj posed to correcting an evil by 
the utter destruction of the industry in 
which that evil exists. If a drain pipe 
Is out of order, it is very poor policy 
to get rid of the difficulty by burning 
down the house. Our method of deal- 
ing with these evils is to correct the 
corporation laws which permit such 
evils to exist, Now, the national gov- 
ernment, under the constitution, has at 
presenlt no power to deal with those 
great corporations. 
On the 1st 'of last 


June the republicans introduced in 
congress a bill to give the national gov- 
ernment power to regulate, and, 
If 


necessary ,to suppress, any 'of the big 
trusts of similar corporationb. I say 
if necessary, to suppress, for there is 
both good and evil in all corporations, 
just as among individual*. We want 
to cut out the cancer, but don't want 
to kill the patient. Every republican 
but two voted for, and every democrat 
but four voted aga-inst thp amenirlmfnt 
to the constitution, and in favor of 
the trusts, and the democratic leader, 
Mr. Richardson, 'of Tennessee, stated 
that he voted in favor of trusts because 
it was bad policy, from a democratic 
standpoint, to take the trust issue out 
of 
the 
present campaign.

v/ords, they 
avowed with singular 


shamelessness that they did not wish a 
remedy for the evils connected with the 
trusts, but that they wanted to keep 
an open sore that it might benefit their 
party.—Roosevelt at Cleveland, Ohi'o.

Still Under Cross Examination 


The cross-examination of Lev! 
L. 


Brown in his famous suit, was contin- 
ued yesterday by Lawyer William H.

It is astonishing what tiny brooks large 


salmon ivill ascend in obedience to the in- 
stinct which teaches them to seek * mun- 
»ry where their young will be compara- 
tively secure from the attacks of tkeir 
numerous enemies. In one small pool of 
a little bura in the highlands half a dozen 
yards long and but a few feet broad 1 
hare seen rather late In the year eight 
or ten .salmon, some of which must have 
weifhed between 20 and SO pounds. They 
ascend these small streams during flood 
time, and it frequently happem* that they 
•re caught on a falling water and unable 
to escape from their con'"

until the rivers are again 
... it may 


be not for many weeks. 


In such circumstances they ore access!- 


hie to the devices of poachers, nnd nl- 
thoueh as a rule Scottish river,; ;iro of.; 
ciently guarded during the bi'opd'r-r tlim.- 
they are of course raided oc-Cj^ikjiiclly 
and largp numbers of fravld fl«h secured. 
A comnjon method is to select a long, 
"holding" pool where salmon are known 
to be plentiful and where the water is 
moderately deep at the sidca. At such a 
place the poachers, their face* blackened 
and perhaps a dozen or to In number, 
time their arrival an hanr or two before 
dawn a»d (tone the pool vigorously until 
there is light enough for the next stage 
of the preceedinf s. Frightened and con- 
fused by the constant apUahinc ef the 
wnter and ike ueeuiul o£ l>ig siones all 
around them, the salmon geek refuge by 
the banks, where in the meantime the 
poachers are careful to leave them undis- 
turbed. 


When daylight appears, the men creep 


cautiously up stream .along the banks 
armed with long handled gaffs where- 
with to snatch the salmon, which lie 
.quietly, as though dazed, in three or four 
feet of water. A cartload of heavy (lib 
is sometimes secured during one of these 
matutinal forays.—London Telegraph.

Notes of the Humorist's Trip 


Around the World. 


BAD SOME FUN WHILE IN PRETORIA 


How H* Trie* to Comfort tke Ira- 


J»m»»on

Samuel L. Clemen*, ruddy, but com- 


posed, as always, walked down th« 
gangway from the Atlantic Transport 
line steamship Minnehaha the other 
evening after a ten day trip from Lon- 
don and made such headway as ii« 
could across the pier between friends 
and a crowd of newspaper reporter* 
vho were there awaitlnj him, snys th« 
New Ye*k Sun. 
Never ruffled, Mr. 


Clemens quietly but cheerily greeted] 
his friend! and as quietly put in such 
sentence* *>• he could between times to 
th« waiting newspaper men. 


Mr. Clemens innocently frightened 


one of the reporters by telling him that 
he was Just gettlag ready to swear, 
but the appearance of a customs officer 
restored confidence. Another reporter 
confided to the author that his city edi- 
tor had sent posltirely the worst equip- 
ped man in his office to Interview a hu- 
morist. "My boy," said Mark Twain, 
"I don't know about that. Humor is so 
serious. When you sit down to write 
humor, go at it seriously. If the hu- 
mor doesn't come,, don't write it." 


What apprehensions moved the as- 


tute Mark to this adjuration his smooth 
Mississippi eye did not give away. 
Pressed to talk, he said that he was 
not loaded. 
He had come home in 


pretty good health, he said, and practi- 
cally without any plans except that he 
should remain in New York this winter 
and in the spring go to Hartford, his 
home. 
His writings while In New 


York would probably be only some 
m.waBlne work. He said that he had 
two or three works under way, some 
having already been written two or 
three times, and that when he had 
written them over again to his satis- 
faction he would publish them. 
He 


had picked up the material for various 
stories on his travels and during his 
foreign residence which he should be 
able to locate most anywhere. 


"Tell us some of the incidents of 


your tour of the world." 


"There aren't any except what I put 


in my book, and there weren't enough 
of them to go round," he answered. 


It had-be«n Mr. Clemens' plan when 


he went away to make a final lecturing 
tour of this country when he came 
back, but thll has been abandoned. 


Mr. Clemens was lecturing in Aus- 


tralasia at the time of Cleveland's Ven- 
ezuelan message, but that message 
made no difference, he said, in the feel- 
ings of the people out there, who turn- 
ed out to hear him and show their 
friendship. 
He remarked that when 


friendship could reach as far as that it 
must be sincere. He went on to Cal- 
cutta, Ceylon, Mauritius, Delagoa Bay 
and Pretoria among other places. "1 
had heard about Paul Kruger," be 
said, "about his beard and long pipe 
and all that, and he corroborated my 
Impression of him." 


At Pretoria the redoubtable humorist 


took it into his head to visit the im- 
prisoned Jameson raiders. "I made a 
little speech to them during my call,r 
he said. "I told them that 1 thought I 
could comfort them some. I told them 
that they were M well off there as 
they would be in any jail In any coun- 
try. I assured them that they did not 
realize their advantages as they ought 
to do. 'Why, the "Pilgrim's Progress" 
and "Don Quixote" would never have 
been produced if their writers had not 
been In jail,' I said to them, and I 
dwelt upon how many people had to go 
through life without the advantages 
that they enjoyed. 
Some of them 


laughed, but they didn't seem alto- 
gether to like It somehow." 


After reaching England Mr. Clemens 


Btaid at Gulldford and London for ten 
months and then in July, 1897, went to 
Vienna, where he staid until May, 1899. 
He said that he had the most fun at 
Vienna, having more time to have It In. 
His humorous reichsrath speech will be 
remembered. "My daughter had a music 
teacher at Vienna," Mr. Clemens said. 
"His name wa* spelled L-e-t-s-c-h-e- 
t-1-t-E-k-y, bnt he was a good music 
teacher. I believe he was a Russian." 


glue* leaving Vienna Mr. Clemens 


and his family have spent their time in 
London and in Sweden mostly. As -ev- 
erybody knows, Mr. Clemens wrote 
Secretary Gage that he was coming 
home, that the big 16,000 ton Minne- 
haha was being loaded with bis bag- 
gage. "I told the secretary," he said, 
"that I had quite a good many things, 
but that there was nothing good 
enough to pay duty on, while it was all 
too good to throw away." 


Mr. Clemens' book In manuscript to 


l>c opened "a hundred years hence," so 
that all the people mentioned In it will 
be dead before Its contents are given 
to the public, which has been announc- 
ed from time to time as in progress 
and has bean regarded by some per- 
son* a* very likely one of Mark 
Twain'* jokes, was mentioned to him 
on tbe pier InqniriBgly, and he resjond- 
«4 that that was all right. 


"It has been suggested that the 


whole thlag was one of your jokes on 
tbe public," said the reporter. "I nev- 
er yet told the truth that I was not ac- 
cused of iyilig,!" was the aoieiuu an- 
swer, "and every time I lie some one 
believes it. 60 I have adopted tbe plan 
when I wa»t people to believe what I 
•ay ef putting It In the form of a lie. 
That is the difference between my fic- 
tion and other people's. 
Everybody 


knows mine Is true."

T. U. closed at Holyoke yesterday, the 
chief business of the Jinal session be- 
ing the adoption »f resolutions. In pre- 
senting the resolutions for 'the action 
of the convention there was consider- 
able discussion, especially as to the 
matter of legalizing 
vice in 
Manila, 


many of the delegates claiming that 
there shouTd be absolute knowledge 
that such was the case before th'e re- 
solution in question was passed. 
One 


member wisely remarked that otten 
Women's Christian Temperance union 
conventions spoiled the general good 
work of the convention by doing some- 
thing unwise in the waj of resolutions. 
This resulted In changing the wording 
of the resolution. 


Among the resolutions was one on 


the curfew, as follower 
"We believe 


the curfew ordinance !s in the interest 
of the community and promotive of 
the welfare of the boys and sirls." 


The following petitoins to congress 


were adopted: 


RestJved, That we authorize the offi- 


cers of this organization to petition 
congress, by the passage of pending 
bills and resolutions, or others: 


1. To 
submit 
an 
anti-polygamy 


amendment, torever prohibiting the 
practice of polygamy uJid polygamous 
cohabitation in any place subject to 
their jurisdiction, and |roviding for the 
disfrahchisement of all who are sruilty 
of these crimes. 


2. To make the divorce laws of the 


District of Columbia and the territories 
as strict as the best state law on this 
subject. 


3. To make a Sabbath law for the 


nation's capital as good at least as the 
average Sunday laws of the states. 


4. To 
forbid 
the 
transmission of 


gambling bets by telegraph. 


Among the chief resolutions were 


the following: 


The European system of state regu- 


lation of vice having been legalized in 
Manila by the military authority of 
the United States. 


Resolved, That we the home makers 


of Massachusetts, protest against the 
legislation of an evil detrimental to the 
principles of the home, in issuing per- 
mits to houses of ill repute within their 
jursdiction, and we call upon the chief 
executive and general government to 
abolish the system. 


In view of the fact that our i>osition 


in regard to the army canteen has been. 
misunderstood, and believing that the 
canteen as originally intended is a ben- 
efit to the soldier: 


Resolved, That we appeal to the con- 


gressmen from this state, urging them 
to use their influence and votes in fa- 
vor of the Bowersock bill, which only 
prohibits the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors in the canteen. 


Resolved, That we appeal to respec- 


table journals to combine in refusing 
to publish such advertisements as de- 
scribe in an indelicate manner diseases 
which they profess to cure. We urse 
self-respecting women to condemn all 
printed indecencies and to influence 
others against dealing with firms which 
so offend? whatever the merits of the 
remedies they offer.
